A TERRIBLE TORNADO. 

South Carolin* Again Suflfbn From 



Honees Swept Away, Or. h.r.l. and 
trope Destroyed and Heavy Dam- 
age On All Sldee-D. rlpilon 



Coi.i'mbia, 8. a. March 26.— A tcrrirlo 
K.riiado, accompanied by peals of thunder, 
Minding flashes of lightning, and a deluge 
iif rain, passed around this County from 
two to five mile* north of this rity at five 
uVlock thin morning. It entered this 
l ouuty from Lexington, where it had 
furiously torn throu#«i orchards and for- 
Nta and prostrated booses. The two-story 
briek residence of Dr. J. O, Knsor. two 
miles north of Columbia, was unroofed and 
the tin lodged ia tbe trees a hundred yards 
ii way.

The cyclone next struck Winhsins 
plantation, where it did serious 
damage. The adjoining farm of J. T. 
Taylor came next in the furious march of 
the tornado. Mr. Taylor's dwelling, a 
frame building, was completely wrecked. 
His family were caught in the ruins in 
heir night clothes, and were all painfully 
hurt. His furniture and household goods 
were demolished and his stuck of food 
scattered to the four winds, [several Other 
buildings in the vicinity were blown down. 
The cyclone was funnel shaped, a quarter 
of a mile in width, and k tpt la the Valleys. 
More serious reports are looked for. The 
entire population of this city Were moused 
by the fury of the storm.
